The Iowa Quartz Mill. 
The rock-crusbers at the Iowa 
mine are said to be doing excellent 
work and but little power is re- 
quired to operate them. Mr. Cur- 
tis anvounces that be is well satie- 
fied with the works and will pro- 
ceed to house itin. The manner 


of pulverizing the ore is simple and 
very iapid and will ultimately take 
the place of the old stamp process. 
The twe crushers at the Iowa mine 
have a capacity of 18 or 20 tons per 
day. The — be says: The 
ore is not crushed under heavy iron 
rockers working in a trough, as 
many suppose. The cradles that 
rock are segments ofa circle. in- 
side of these ou the bottom are the 
‘Jies’—heav lates of white iron, 
bard as steel. These bottom plates, 
which serve as dies, are segments 
of acircle of the same size as the 
cradles or rockers. Instead of 
stamps there are inside of the 
rocker two solid cylindrical masses 
of chilled iron. These are coupled 
together, and the pair weigh 1,500 
pounds, When the rocker is set in 
motion these roll from end to eud of 
it over the bottom. Lying in the 
bottom quite loose, these heavy 
iron rollers rush back and forth 
with immense force. They acquire 
a momentum which sends them up 
each end of the rocker a copsider- 
able distance, where they whirl 
over in the air and go bick with 
tremendeus force, grinding the 
quartz to powder. Hard quartz 
and decomposed material are fed 
together to the crusher in proper 
proportions. Ip this way the bard 
sharp rock works upon the soft stuff, | 
grinding and pulverizing it very 
rapidly.“

Jackson, 
Webster, Clay, Calhoun, Liacoln, 
Douglas, Grant, Garfield, Hancock, 
Logan and Wheeler have passed 
by the Maine octogevarian on their 
way to the tomb, but his time has 
not yet come. What thoughts 
must pass through the old man’s 
mind as he muses over his long 
eventful life. What recollections 
are called to bis memory as one by 
one the tried and true patriots of 
our land fall here and there around 
nim. Hamlin will be missed when 
called away. His hard work is 
over, his active life ended, and his 
reward and rest will soon come.

With regard to the settlement o 
the Pacific Railroad debt a proposi- 
tion was made by Mr. Jay Gould, 
in his testimony before the Pacific 
Railroad Commission, as follows: 
“Let the road put the debt, princi- 
pal aud interest (which is now 6 
per cent.), into one bond at 3 per 
cent. These bonds could be nego- 
tiated without discount, and the 
Government get its money.

Upon which the New 
York Sun inquires: “What is the 
matter with this plan? it insures 
to the Treasury the payment of the 
whole debt, ard is not that all that 
is desired?’’ Nothing is the matter 
with this plan. Let Mr. Jay Gould 
or any other Pacific Railway man 
negotiate the 3 per cent. bonds and 
offer the Goverument the money 
for the outstanding 6 per cent. 
bonds and unpaid interest, and he 
will find the proposition accepted 
with a promptness that will make 
his head swim.
